REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS.

Famm Pray; on, tas Trsr or tnk Loxm [sue
By Mrs. Emma D. E. N, Bontbworth, Pab-
lished by T. B. Peterson & Brothers.

This novel was originally published in the
New York Ledger under a different title. The
present name has been adopted by Mra. South.
worth as an antithesis “Foul Play,"” and
although she rather elxontely exonsrates
Megers. Reade and Boucloanlt from the charge of
plagiarism, it s suggestive of the idea that
she demands fair play for her own production
at the hands of the public. Mre. Sonthworth
olsima that her work was published in the
London Journal in 1865 and 1866; that “Fony
Play was first published in 1868; and that the
gituation of the shipwrecked lovers on a goli-
tary island, *“‘which has been called the most
beautifal and original part of each story,”” ori-
gioated with her.

Those who will read the two stories wily
soarcely congider the authors of “Foul Play"
as guilly of plagiariam. They may or may not
have borrowed the idea from Mrs. Fouthworths
but beyond the bare idea there is soarvely
anything in common between the island life of
the lovers in the two books. The characters
and the whols manuner of treating the subj-ot
are essentially different. Mrs. Southworth's
story is interesting, but it peems tc us that
there is a little humbuggery in her choice of &
title,

—From Claxton, Remsen & Haffulllnger we
have received ‘‘The Iland of Jesus,” by Rav.
J. Chaptin, D. D. Published by Andrew ¥.
Graves, Boston. This is a collection of reli-
gious meditations in prose and verse, which
will doubtless find appreciative readers. The
volome is handsomely printed and bound.

We noticed
the Lippincott edition of this werk a few
weeks ago, and it is therefore only necessary
for us to commend it at this time as an inte-
resting record of travel by an Englishman
who knew how to divest himself of his insular
prejudices, and to use his eyes and ears for
the discovery of facts npon which to base
his gpecnlations. Mr. Dilke's acconnt of the
United States 18 particnlarly worthy of atten-
tion, for it is written in & fair and impartial
gpirit that other Euglish travellers would do
well to imitate.
